{Conunued from No, 8.) 

What are the reasons of this deplorable slowness, which almost. re- 
sembles stagnation, and which constituces, as I think, mankind's 
greatest, hindrance? ‘There are many reasons for it. One of the chief 
causes lies doubtless in the ignorance of the masses. Being generally 
and systematically deprived of all scientifie education through the pa- 
ternal care of governments and the privileged classes, -who think it 
useful to keep them as long as possible in ignorance, piety, and cred- 
ulity (three nearly synonymous words)—the masses ignore both the 
existence and the use of criticism, that instrument of intellectual eman- 
cipation without which there can be no complete moral and social revo- 
lution, The masses in whose interest italways hes to revolt against the 
established order, are still more or less attacbed to that order by the 
religion of their fathers,—the providence of the privileged classes. 

The privileged classes, which, whatever they may profess, have no 
longer any piety or belief, are for their part attached to the existing 
state of things by their own political and social interests. But it is 
impossible to assert that this is the only reason for which they cling 
passionately to the predominant ideas. However low may be my 
estimate of the actual intellectual and moral worth of these classes, I 
cannot admit that interest alone is the main-spring of their thoughts 
and actions. No doubt in every class and in every party there exists a 
larger or smaller number of intelligently audacious and knowingly 
dishonest exploiters—-hommes forts (strong men)—who, void of all 
intellectual and moral prepossessions, and equally indifferent to all 
convictions, are ready to utilise any such, on occasion, and in order to 
further their own ends. But these distinguished persons never, even 
in the most corrupted classes, form more than a very small minority. 
The bulk of these classes is as sheepish as the proletariat itself. They 
are of course subject to the influence of their own special interests ; and 
these make reaction a condition of their existence. But it cannot be 
admitted that in fostering reaction, they are prompted merely by 
selfish sentiment. No large mass of men, however corrupted, could 
collectively act in this depraved way. In all large associations, and 
especially in traditional, historical associations — as classes, and even 
though they have degenerated and beeome absolutely noxious and 
antagonistic to the rights and interests of all,—there exists a moral 
principle, a religion, a belief of some sort ; no doubt au irrational and 
mostly a ridiculous and narrow-minded behef, but still smeere > and 
constituting the moral condition indispensable to their existence. 

The common and fundamenta) error of aj] idealists, —an error whieh 
by the way is a perfectly logical consequence of their whole system,— 
consists in trying to find the basis of morals inthe isolated individual, 
whilst as a fact it only exists, and can only be shown forth in the indi- 
vidual as a social being. ‘lo prove this, let us settle once for all with 
the isolated and absolute individual of the idealists. 

This abstract and solitary human individual is a fiction of lke 
character with the God-fiction ; both having simultaneously originated 
in the childish, unreflecting, empirically observant but fanciful mind 
of primitive mankind, and afterwards developed, expounded, and dogma- 
tised upon by the theological and metaphysical theorists of transcen- 
dentalism., Each, as standing for an abstraction void of all content, 
and corresponding with no reality, leads —-Nowhere. J think IT have 
proved the uamorality of the God-tietion. Later on, in the Appendix, 
J shall point out its still more glaring absurdity. Here | will demon- 
strate as both immoral and absurd, the fiction of the absolute aud ab- 
stract human individual, which the moralists of the idealist school use 
as the basis of their political and social theories, 

It will not be difficult to show that the human idividual, as held 
np and adored by these thinkers, is an entirely non-moral being. He 
is the personification of egoism, the anti-social bem par excellence. 
Kodowed with an immortal soul, he is infimte and complete within 
himself, in need ef no other, not even God, still less other men. Loyi- 
mally, he ought not to suffer the existence of any equal or superior 
being, immortal and infinite as himself, or more immortal and intinite 
than himself-- beside him, or above him. He should be the only man 
op earth, nay, inthe universe. For the ifinite, meeting with anything 
whatever beyond itself, meets a barrier, is no longer the intinite. 
‘T'wo infinites meeting, annihilate one another. 

Why do theologians and metaphysicians, who are otherwise such 
subtle logieians, commot and eontinue to commit this inconsistency of 
admitting the existence of many meu all equally immortal, that 1s, 
all equally infimite, and above them a God who is stil more tamer: 
tal and iafinite © 
lohity of denying the real existence, the mortality as well as the mutual 
dependence of millions of human beings who have lived and who live 
on thos vlobe.

What do the Individualists mean when they talk of the right of 
sonal appropriation of their own labor-product ¥ What is an © own”? 
labor-product ? What is “ appropriation"? What is a “right” ? 

In his letter to Liberty, on “ Proudhon and Communism,” Mr 
Sevinour takes for granted that these three words stand for univers. 
ally discernable things, and stand in an indisputable relation to i 
another ; anid from a little three-legged platform so based, he puts a 
poser: “Tf the man who conceives and carries out the production of 
a commodity has no right to cousume (sic) or appropriate what he hag 
producted, how can some other men (the community so-called), have 
right to consume or appropriate it who bave not produced ity ” 
conundrum several Open questions are begged outright, My answer 
to it would be as follows > Supposing you could find a man who had, 
all by himself, ‘ conceived or carried out the production of a commod. 
ity, and suppose you could find something other and more than his need 
or fitness to be the consumer or user of that commodity binding him 
to it when it 1s produced ; and suppose you could further find this 
extra bond to be something other or more than a legal, conventional] 
and removable concession on the part of other people, then I will 
accept the term “right” as designating this bond. But the first step 
towards bringing my mind up to a level from which L mig 1e 4 
so have a dictue at Darn a the aforesaid poser as “ah be ke 
find your individual conceiver or carnier-out of the production. (And 
by the way, which of these two wondertul persons, when found, is to 
have precedence as a more-than-consumer of the finished product ?) 

Tam not quibbling. It is at this very poimt——the supposed “ right” 
to the supposed “owning” of supposed individually produced ” 
wealth, that the not-so very-ancient property superstition is to draw 
its last. gasp. The air is noisy and heavy with the gasping already. 
I wish for all our sakes it were over, so that economic sanity might 
bless us all at last, aud make our planet our home instead of our 
purgatory. 

That conventional ‘article’ of a transient economie creed which 
binds surplus goods (consequently opportunities) to the will or whim 
of individual “owners” is after all as irrelevant as it is dogmarie. 
It has, ike most man-imposed doyimas, aw sorry and shady history ; 
and it has no logical basis in actual relations between men and things. 

To me it seems that there exists, to begin with, no individual pro- 
ducer. No one does, or can do more than pata finishing touch to some- 
thing which the labors of countless others had brought into position 
for his hand, baving provided him also with tools to work with, to say 
nothing: of having fed, educated, and protected him up to the stage of 
ability required tor his job. ‘Phe job when finished, is a many men's 
job every time. Say it is a specially original aud prophetic book; it 
is then a more men's Job than if itis a wild fruit gathered in ®v jungle. 
The wild fruit, too, which one hand gathers, can be consumed by the 
owner of the hand. But the book that has taken tbe mental work of 
generations and the manual work of a great erowd to bring it into 
existence, will serve a great crowd and many generations, and 
will the more widely and easily fulfil its end and function of imstrue- 
tion the less its production and distribation get bitehed on the thorn 
of the property hedge. 

Thinker, inventor, able mechanician or husbandman, it is not for you 
to say who has not bad part in the making of your finished product, 
“ How can some other men (the community so-called,) havea right to 
consume or appropriate it who have net produced it?“ Right to 
conswme’”’ means actual uveed and natural ability to consume, or it means 
nouung. ‘Right to appropriate” means law-protected ability to with- 
hold at will; or it means nothing. ‘Phe first —the title to consumption, 
may exist on the part of the finisher of the product, when it is good 
economy all round for him to put it to use as first comer; or, it may not 
exist, when it is poor economy uot to let anyoue have it who does need 
it for numediate consumption. In the case of appropriation the right 
Is spurious, and exists nowhere. ‘There are only three real terms — 
Men; goods; use. Men make goods. Goods belong where they are 
useful as poods : not as wares ; not as merchandise ; not as speculations ; 
not as instruments, tor profit making or for bribing. ‘These uses are 
all wasteful of wealth and of time. 

Proudhonians, says Mr. Seymour, “* preach Communism in relation 
to land and natural products, for the reason that such are in no wise due 
to the efforts of individuals ; and emphasise the right of personal appro- 
pration of labor-products for the reason that they are due to personal 
effort.” ' Reason’ 2 Why, reason r Tt seems to me that itis dogma 
rather than reason which speaks here. Surely the true reason for gen- 
eral and free access to natural products is general necd. ‘There is a 
positive reason for my drinking at yonder spring. LT drink because | 
wm thirsty, not beeanse 1 did not make the water, [do not think a new 
principle comes im with regard to human products. 1 have made a 
walking stick. To keep at instead of giving it te my brother, because 
he has one already, and | have none; not beeause | cut the stick, and 
he did uot. If Thave another stick, and he has none, and wants one, 
my Work as better rewarded in his fit ase of it thiamin my unfit custody 
ofit. Nor need he pay me ‘damage for it.

When access is free, and powers all freely 
enesged in co-operative prodaetion or in heathy emulation, neither the 
dunce nor the pine ae will rule over us, as at present, take tribate of us 
as at present, or deprive our children of like opportunities with their 
own, as at anes nt; and surely that is all that matters.

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WHY | AM AN INDIVIDUALIST ANARCHIST. 
By J. ARMSDEN 


On the negative side, ney reasons for bemwe an Anar- 
elist are very much Hin: sre as those of the Cormmiau- 
nist-Anarchist. Atarchista is a philosophy. It is a 
generalization formed from an analysis and classification 
of the facts and fancies of history, and relates to man 
and hus destiny. It means that a state of society 
which is strictly meaccordance with justice is a state m 
which no government exists—that the government of 


man by man ois oppression.  'Pheoretically governors 
exist for the benefit of the governed ; government, for 


the protection of the weak agaist the strong. — Practa- 
cally government exists for the benefit of the governors, 
wid isa force which makes the weak, weaker, and the 
strong, stronger. 

As we follow out the pages of our own history we can 
trace the dead hand of legislation im almost evecy line. 
Marly ia the history of society we know that govern- 
ments were a combination of the stronger to rob, plun- 
der,and enslave the weaker, and that the governors made 
no pretence of governing for the good of the governed. 
A subjected, helpless class was thus established. Being 
established, what more natural than that the governors 
should look upon such concessions as they did make to 
himanity as so much benevolence on their part 2 And 
the governed: what more natural than that they should 
soon be persuaded that those Concessions were really 
from the generous motives of the governors?  Seemy 
the tyranny of some vovernors, what more natural than 
that those who did exercise a little humanity should be 
looked upon as comparatively good, and, ultimately, as 
absolutely good. Thus the fetish of government became 
wo psychological factor mie socety. ‘To sear this deeper 
ito the nature Of man came the priest with his oracles 
and bis charlantry. The thing was vomplete. All the 
eovernors had to do afterwards was to consider the best 
way to fleece the governed while ostensibly endeavour- 
me to do them go de. The result is that, to use the 
words of ‘Thorold Rogers, for centuries, a Conspiracy, 
coneocted by the law and carried out by parties mterest- 
ed dnits success, Was entered into to cheat the lnelish 
workmen of his wages, to tie him to the soil, to deprive 
hit of hope, and to degrade hin ito irremediable 
poverty.” Blackstone says much the same thing. 

We are told that matters stand differently mow, how- 
ever, and that with the extended suff 
members, and some other delightful things, 
Will be able to see that laws are made tm the iuterests of 
wll. Vian hopes! Give a man power, and it) corrupts 
both das heart and his understanding. Create aclass of 
levislators, governors, and they daediately look upon 
themselves as a superior class of men. Here is what 
hdward Bellamy says in tS Looking Backward.” ‘ Apart 
from the grand incentive to endeavour, afforded by the 
fact that the hichest places i the nation are open to the 
hiehest class men, ineitements of a titmor, brut 
perhaps equally Hortivesurt are provided in the form of 
special privileges wid diamtinities 1 the way of discipline 
which the superior class men enjoy’!

ultimate sanction ia individual judgment. But while 
Wwe proclaim this neght we also wish to instruct this im- 
dividual judgment so that its exercise will result in gen- 
eral good — to formulate principles of action for the guid- 
tee (not government) of men. 

But our endeavour to formulate the principles of nght 
action implies a belief that in society there is something 
Wrong, and this something wrong we believe to be a 
inatter Of economic wrong. ‘There is no need to insist 
upon this pomt. The platform, the legislature, the pul- 
pit,and the press, all proclaim that the present economic 
mequality, with its attendent evils, must come to an end ; 
or, as the case may be, somewhat modified. The Aner- 
chist says it must be ended; and whether he be Com- 
munist or Proprietary Anare ist, he proclaims as the cor- 
ner stone of his system the great principle of Nquality—a 
principle which includes both Liberty and Fraternity, 

But what are the conditions of Equality, and how 
shall we reach those conditions ? At this point the 
Communist and Propnetary Anarchist part company ; 
for they cannot agree either as to the conditions of 
lnquality or the methods of economic reform. My objec- 
tions to Communist-Anarchism are as follows :—Firstly, 
that Human nature seems ill-adapted for anything like 
Conscious Co-operative effort on a large scale, and that it 
is poor material with which to try to establish even the 
desirable elements of Communism. Secondly, that 
even if it were possible to establish Communisin, there 
must necessarily be connected with it a certain amount 
of administrative despotisin, which would ultimated sub- 
vert the all-important principle of individual liberty ; and 
thirdly, that im oder to reach equality it is quite un- 
necessary to establish Communism. 

An investigation of the numerous attempts to establish 
co-operative colonies in America gives us the stubborn 
fact that only they are permanent that have been held 
together by some religious bond or fanaticism. IT know 
that our Communist friends say that they will succeed 
Where all else has been failure, because, they say, they 
have got the exact plan; nevertheless the fact seems to 
me to be that human nature and large conscious co- 
operative efforts, such as Communists propose, will no 
more mix than oil and water. Communisin is essentially 
aimatter of friendship, and true friendship can grow only 
from the basis of Justice. ‘lo ask us, with an economic 
imperative, to exercise friendship as a duty to every- 
body, is more likely to raise our enmity than our friend- 
ship. What we want is justice, and that is the demand 
ot the Individualist-Anarchist. 

By justice, I mean more espec ially economic justice. 
If we examine the causes of economic injustice, we find 
they can be expressed by the trinity of Rent, Interest, 
and Profit. If we use the term profit, we restrict the 
meaning of the term: imterest to that of loan-interest. 
Now loan-interest depends wholly upon the existence of 
a vicious currency, a currency Which makes one special 
commodity (gold) king of all other commodities. When 
this is the case, those who can hold or command this 
special kind of Commodity can play all sorts of devilish 
tricks with those who hold other commodities. They 
can demand payment for its use and thereby rob labor ; 
they can restrict or expand its quantity and thereby 
say When, and at what, labor shall employ itself. The 
first demand of the Individualist-Anarchist, then, 1s for 
the abolition of the gold basis of our currency, and for 
the establishment of a non-metallic and non-interest 
bearing currency. This can be easily done by the organt- 

zation of banks, so that all who possess values of anykind 
Whatsoever may deposit them, or register them, at the 
bank, and receive the paper of the bank with which to 
Inake such purchases as are desirable. The extention of 
this system would, ultimately, entirely do away with 
interest, and set our financiers to eating their gold or to 
mahine ornaments with it, which might please them best.

But just Jook for a moment what would be the effect 
of the abolition of Joan-imterest upon the workers. — Sup- 
pose, for instance a capitalist employing some hundreds 
of men were to find it necessary to use some labor-saving 
machinery, somethimge that would turn out double the 
quantity of commodities with the same amount of labor. 

Instead of say £30,000 worth of capital it would be 
necessary with the improved machinery to have £50,000 
worth of capital. 
this would be that he would demand, and easily get, above 
half as much again mterest as he formerly did, thus pre- 
venting so much of the results of improvements in pro- 
duction from spreading itself amongst all) producers. 
Not only this, however, but the same principle, little by 
little, and step by step, by directing reward to capital 
instead of to labor, has widened and is continually 
widening those great inequalities in standard of comfort 
which a thieving aristocracy set up. But for this) prin- 
ciple, economic laws would long since have produced an 
equality and a plonty compared with which Communism 
would be a meagre affair. 
economic laws is to level up the standard of comfort : 
and to level up the standard of comfort is to do away 
with profit and to make equal expenditures of labor- 
time equally rewarded. The whole trinity of  labor- 
robbers, Rent Interest and Profit would disappear under 
ree Land and Free Currency. 

Because we advocate the freedom of the mdividual to 
produce and to exchange, we are told that we do not 
believe in society, and that we believe mo crushing the 
weak and upholding the strong. But what are the real 
economic enemies to society 2° Rent, Interest and Pro- 
fit. Destroy those forces and the economic means by 
which the strong wax stronger and weak become weaker 
will have been destroyed. 
produets which the free utilization of nature’s forces 
must bring info existence, Under such cirenmstances, 
men would no longer live uuder the conditions of to-day. 


Our present soul-destroying seramble for wealth and 
position would give way to a nobler desire for peace and 


simplicity with beauty. When amen no Jonger fear the 


demon poverty, they will no longer worship the idol of 


riches. Peace, Plenty, Beauty and Goodwill: that 1s 
the gospel which the Jndividualist-Anarchist: brings to 
the world.

But, perhaps, there has been no sufficient explanation 
as tothe kind and the degree of violence to be employed ;

Asa fact, the numerous outrages which have lately 
been perpetrated by Atarelists and in the mame of An 
archy, have breaught to the leht of day profound 
differences whieh had formerly mnored, or 
scarcely forseen,

It is therefore needful that we explam ourselves yery 
clearly as regards this question of violence, and that 
each one of us should take a position accordingly : necd. 
ful both in the interests of the relations of practical oo- 
operation which may exist among all those who profess 
Anarchism, as well as in the mterests of the general 
propaganda, and of our relations with the public. 

Ino omy opinion, there can be no doubt that the 
Anarchist Idea, denying government, is by ats very 
nature opposed to violence, which os the essence of 
every authoritarian system: the mode of action of every 
government, , 

Anarchy is freedom in solidarity. Tt as only throuch 
the harmonizing of interests, through voluntary cv - 
operation, through love, respeet, and reciprocal tolerance, 
by persuasion, by example, and by the contagion of 
benevolence, that at can and ought to trimmph. 

We are Anarchists, because we beheve that we ean 
never achieve the combined well-beme of all whieh is 
the aim of all our efforts -exeept through a tree aader- 
standing among men, and without foreably muposime the 
Will of any upon any others. 

In other parties there are certainly men who are as 
sincere and as devoted to the mterests of the people as 
the best of us may be. Bat that whieh characterzes us 
Anarchists and distinguishes us from all others as, that 
we do not belreve ourselves in possession of absolute 
trath: we do not beheve ourselves either iitatlble, or 
ommuscient,—which is the uimpheit pretenston of all 
legislators and political candidates whatever; aud con- 
sequently we do not believe ourselves called for the 
direction and tutelage of the people. 

We are, par eccedlence, the party of freedom, the 
party of free development, the party of soci expert 
mentation. 

But agamst this very freedom which we chun for all, 
against the possibility of (his expermmental search atter 
better forms of society, there are erected barriers of 
Iron, Legions of soldiers and police are ready to tas 
sacre and imprison anyone who will not meekly subitt 
tothe Jaws which a handful of privileged persons hive 
made in thei own interests.

dismissed. No reason was assigued, but Bill knew only too well the 
cause of his dismissal. His hair was turning grey rapidly, his eye- 
sight was not what it used to be, and the once naturel viour was now 
considerably abated, He was done. That was the reason. He was 
now of no further use to the employers who had drained the blood of 
his youth and manhood, and wha niw cast him aside hke a sucked 
orange. ‘The fact of his dismissal said as phunly as fact can speak — 

“You are only part of the great machinery of the factory which 
continually is going, gomg, going, always revolving, heedless ‘alike of 
the groans and imprecations of strony men, as of the shneks ef inno- 
cent, tender girls, whom it catches, and crushes out of all human 
semblance, with its strong and pitiless arms. As soon as you break 
down, you are thrown into the serap heap lke a bit of old iron, broken 
and useless. Immediately vou are no longer efficient im the work 
placed before you, you are thrown aside, like a rejected MSS. into the 
waste-paper basket of humanity.’ 

Bill had not been long idle when his “old woman" died, her death 
having been accelerated by the privations she had undergone. © Even 
when Bill was employed, her life had been one unending struggle to 
make ends meet. They had brought children into the world, and 
reared them more or less “ respectably,”” but at what a cost. Only 
those who have suffered can form any adequate idea of what such an 
upbringing is, to both children and parents. Bill never drank more 
than a vlass of beer ina week, he could not afford to, he had always 
been careful and economic il in his mode of living, and this was the 
end. 

The money he got from the Insurance Society paid his wife's funeral 


expenses, and left a little over; but soon, too soon, even that was gone. 


His children had all left titan, only one, a son, was in the same town, 
and as he had to support a wife and three children off a pound a week, 
he could not possibly allow the old) man any more than a shilling a 
week. One charity organization also allowed him half-a-crown, and 
on this income he was expected to thrive. He did'nt, and things 
went from bad to worse, till the lan Tord was about to eviet him from 
the hovel he had paid rent for, for twenty years. When matters 
arrived at this pass, some of his former mates in the factory where he 
had wrought, heard of the sorry plight he was in, and they resolved to 
getup a ‘subscription for him. They got a sheet of foolscap and 
headed it as follows : 


“Subseription ou behalf of William Haley who has fallen 
on evil days.” 

They were only ignorant, uncultured men, who had never earned 
the most of them, much more than Bill, but their hearts were touched, 
their feelings roused at the sight of their former mate's distress. and 
they resolved to show their sympathy in the only practical way known 
to them, 

They went round to the factory and had collected over two pounds 
in sixpennies and threepennies, when some daring “ hanb" suggested 
the advisability of interviewing the “ boss” anent a subseription. 
Three immediately volunteered to beard the lion in his den, and accord- 
ingly made tracks for the couuting-house. ‘They wished to see Sir 
William, they informed the clerk, Sir Wilham Sharp, he had been 
knighted for his great services to his country in supplying the Liberal 
party with money. ‘They were shown into the private room. Sir 
William adjusts his pince-nez comfortably on his nose, and wheels 
round his easy chair in order to confront his * hands.” 

“Ah!” he says,Sand what can [do for you, my men?” 

The deputation therevpon nudged each other in the ribs, as a gentle 
lint to proceed to business. No one apparently cared about making 
the statement regarding their visit to the office. 

“Come, come,” said Sir Wilham sharply, ‘Sone of you had) better 
speak or else clear out: 1 bave my business to attend to, and you 
ought to be attending to vours.”’

“Subscription and Bill Haley.’

Jack Forrester, the one who had spoken before, explained how Bill's 
wife having died, lis children all having left him, and he himself un- 
able to find employment at anything, and being ill besides, he had 
become absolutely destitute.

Jack said * Yes,” the other two sinply nodded, 
‘Let me see that’ "’ aud he held out his hand for the subcription 
sheet Jack held an his hand. On receiving it, he once more adjusted 


huis punee-DeZ, and proceeded slowly to read the names of the contribu. 
tors. 
He found amony them the names of men who could only contribute 


yixpenee at an extra sacritice to themselves, men whose whole life was 
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one of privation, and to whom the withdrawal of sixpence from the 


weekly income meant cutting into the bone. 

He found the names of girls, once like his own daughters imnocent 
and tender, who worked in his factory under degrading conditions for 
less than starvation wages, who lived under conditions so horrible, and 
who had to supplement their scanty earnings by prostitution, Yet, 
debased, degraded though they were, they still had sympathy for an- 
other’s sufferings; the !ove of humanity, the desire to alleviate human 
suffering and sorrow, still burned strong in their breast, and they gave 
what they could, and could so il afford. 

Sir William handed back the sheet, cleared his throat preparatory 
to making a speech and began thus :— 

“his is one of the things in connection with the working classes 
which | cannot understand. Here is a man who has actually been in 
receipt. of a pound a week for thirty years, and yet be has made no 
provision for old age. Men, this is what I call criminal folly, that a 
man instead of looking forward to the time when he will no longer be 
able to work, and saving for that time, should heedlessly, thoughtlessly 
spend his substaice in riotous living. I have heard it stated that 
workmen during good trade were in the habit of dining on champagne 
and turtle soup as if they were aldermen. I am quite convinced that 
Haley, from the state of destitution you inform me he is in, must be 
aman of that stamp. He! I won't subscribe oue penny, it is simply 
flying in the face of providence, which has thus seen in its own way to 
punish him for the reckless, extravagant, thriftless manner in which he 
he has lived.” And good Sir William worked himself up to such a heat 
that he becaine speechless with indignation at the criminal extrava- 
gauce, and gross prodigality of the working classes in general and Haley 
in particular.
